A Former Citizen Complimented. 

Henry L. Oodney, once a silver- 
tonguetl Centre College man. is in 
charge of the stamp vault m the 
Internal Revenue bureau and lias a 
very responsible position. He fre¬ 
quently carries the keys to over a 
hundred millions >>f dollars worth 
of r'-venne stamps. In a small box 
in bis office he keeps some stamps 
which sell at oil© thousand miliars 
each. They are d oc u m e ntnry 
stamps, ami are about three inch©* 
long by two wide. The other day 
he got one order for some eight or 
ten of these tliousaiid-dollar 
stamps. Uncle Sam handles it-in* 
of millions with very little con¬ 
cern, but it require* just as much 
red tape to collect forty cents from 
him as it does to collect forty mil¬ 
lion*.
